We are 
faced first, with the loss of much of our British market. Wheth- 
er or not we are to trade with her on a more even 
basis, we must that Britain’s prosperity has waned con- 


side. ably in the past few years, and is very unlikely to again . 


reach levels that were previously considered normal. The 
change in Empire conditions will have much to do with this, 
Then too, she was forced, during the war and in the post-war 
period to liquidate much of her holdings in foreign countries, 


' gnd thus lose important sources of revenue. Growing industria/ 
development on this continent, and in Canada in particular, 


has lessened the demand for the products of British industry, 
and thus further reduced her purchasing power. 


Another substantial reason for Britains poor economic 
condition is the fact that her industries badly require modern- 
ization, This coupled with the growing inefficiency of labor in 
that country, puts her in a position. where it is extremely dif- 
ficult for her to compete with industry on this sfde of the water. 


The ever-encroaching “Iron Curtain” is gradually shut- 


, ting out more markets, and further hampering world trade. 


Then we too have made the situation harder. In Canada, 
impted by our desire for advancement, and by our cim to 
Pecans more self contained, an aim which, by the way, re- 
ceives much of its impetus from wartime conditions, we have 
made 'a great effort to expand our industrialism. Of course this 
us a great measure of prosperity, but at the same time 

it makes for greater and greater ulty in establishing any 
form of balanced trade with those to whom we would sell our 
surplus farm products. Not only are Canadian made goods at- 
tractive to us, but Canadian manufacturers and industrialists 
can and have used their power to influence the goverment in 


their trade negotiations with Britain and other countries. 


The problem that faces us in this connection is whether 
we should continue to snowball our industries at the expense 
of our international markets for farm produce, or whether 
we are better off to maintain a proper balance of industrial 
and egricultural production. 

But back again to the waning British markets. We are 
certain that they will to some extent be atrophied. We must 
seach elsewhere, but where? Again the Iron Curtain is in 
evidence, for it has drawn itself around the 400 million people 
oi hing, and is*almost certain to engulf Japan. What of 
India? Will she too fall under the Bolshevik charm? Just now 
we cannot say, but this we do know—there are many, many 
millions of hungry people in India, and unless they are fed 
soon, they will be in a most receptive mood to the Russian 
overtures. eer 

Perhaps nothing could better aid in keeping Indie out from 
under the “Curtain” than the lively development of a trade 
that wouid assist in'the emancipation of her millions, This is 
without doubt a difficult objective, but it is one that must 
be’ given serious consideration. 

There is this much to cheer us. We are living in a world 
in which a large percentage of the people are in need of more 
food. We can produce more food, and do so consistently for 
many years to come. The market is there for us. But: we must 


‘carefully consider the means by which that market can be 


developed. ,

The program under which rental 
housing projects were constructed by 
this Corporation will not be available 
in 1950. However recent amendments 
to the National Housing Act make it 
possible for loans to be obtained for 
‘construction of homes with a consider 
ably reduced down payment.. These 
may be built individually by contract- 
ors who obtain N.H.A, loans or in pro- 
jects containing several housing units 
In addition individual citizens may 
obtain N.H.A. loans and may then 
have houses constructed for them un- 
der contract. 

Generally speaking the loan . would 
be in the neighborhood of six-sevenths 
of the cost of construction providing 
that cost is reasonable and the build- 
er or owner would be required to pro- 
vide one-seventh as equity. 

A variation of the standard plan is 
called the integrated housing plan. 
This provides for an agreement be- 
tween the Corporation and a con- 
tractor agrees to build a specified 
number of houses under plans approv- 
ed by the Corporation. He further 


agrees to sell these at a fixed price to | 


purehasers who are acceptable as 
mortagors. The Corporation on its

World and Domestic—The total vol- 
ume of world industrial and mineral 
production is now running at some 40 
per cent above pre-war levele; expan- 
sion is still going on but at a slower 
rate than in 1948. Agricultural produc- 
tion has continued to recover, and 
this recovery combined with the dol- 
lar shortage points to possible diffi- 
culties in the digposal of some farm 
products, particularly eed the hard cur 
frency countries, 

Both the volume and value of world 
trade continued to expand in 1949 but 
the flow of trade remaiiis badly out 
of balance. This lack of Balance . in 
international trade continues to bée the 
central feature of the world economic 
picture. 

The general price level of interna- 
tionally traded commodities has de- 
clined somewhat over the past year. 
Since the United States accounts for 
nearly half of the world production 


ana use of industrial good’, any ap- 


praisal of future itmternational price 
trends must’ be based chiefly on. pros- 


4 pective developments In the United 
‘States. The outlook there appears to 


be for lower commodity prices in 1950 
as compared with the average for 
1949. 

In 1950 some further decline in total 
Canadian exports appears certain and 
the decrease in agricultural éxports 
may be proportionately greater than 
for other commodities. The domestic 
market requirements should remain 
high, but in. terms of general activity, 
may not show the expansion necessary 
to offset the effects of declining sales 
‘abroad. 

The domestic demand for farm pro- 
ducte will continue on a high _ level 
through 1950 but the existence of a 
high level of supplies, due to a reduc- 
tion'in export outlets, may mean a 
decling in prices received. for farm pro 
ducts. Since prices paid by farmers 
move downward more slowly, net 
farm income will be somewhat less in 
1950. 


*Wheat—Total supplies of wheat for 
export and carryover in 1949-50 are 
319‘ million bushels of which 236 mil- 
export. 
Lower moisture reserves in western 
Canada, satisfactory current prices 
for coarse grains together with the in- 
creased competition among exporting 
countries in finding outlets for sur- 
plus wheat may Wiscourage any- in- 
crease in wheat acreage in 1950.: 

Feed Grains—The net supply of 
feed grain per grain consuming ani- 
mal unit available during the 1949-60 
crop year is estimated at .58 ton, al- 
most 15 per cent below the 1948-49 
supplies.

The production of - vege- 
tables is expedted to be close to that 
of 1949. The market outlet for those 
horticultural. products which are pro- 
auced predominantly for the domestic 
market is relatively godd. For such 
crops as apples and raspberries for 
jam ufacture, substantial proper- 
tions of which have been sold to the 
United Kingdom, the market is much 
less satisfactory. Since the export 
market for table and seed potatoes is 


|principally the United States and 


other western hemisphere countries, 
the export outlet for potatoes is fairly 
satisfactory. However, there has been 
considerable difficulty in disposing of 
the entire 1949. crop which is ‘about as 
large as that of 1948. 

Honey—It is. expected that there 
will be a continuation of the down- 
‘ward trend in colonies in 1950, with 
honey prices remaining close to 1949 
levels, 

Maple Products—Domestic demand 
is expected to remain stable in 1950 
and, with the devaluation of the Can- 
adian dollar, exports to the United 
States should increase in value and 
quantity. 

Oilseed Crops—With regard ‘to flax- 
seed, sbybeans and sunflower seed, the 
outlook is relatively good. Some in- 
crease is likely in the acreages of flax- 
seed and sunflower seed while the 
soybean acreage will likely remain 
close to the 1949 level. Oil from these 
crops, of course, will have to meet the 
competition of imported oils. The out- 
look, for rapeseed production in Can- 
ada is not promising as there seems 
to be little demand for rapeseed oil on 
the North American continent. 

Dried Beans and Peas—Due to ex-~ 
port difficulties, the outlook is not 
favourable for production over and 
above domestic requirements. 

Tobacco—Because of the exception- 
ally ‘high yield and quality of the 
1949 tobacco crop, returns to the grow 
ers were at a higher level than in 
1948 even though grade prices were 
lower, Returns to the growers from the 
1950 crops will ‘very iikely be lower 
because of the improbability of again 
obtaining. such high yields and qual- 
ity. 

Seeds—Of the clover and grass 
seeds, timothy seed is the only kind 
which will be scarce in relation to do- 
mestic requirements in 1950. A fairly 
strong demand from the United Stat- 
es is expected for alfalfa, sweet clover, 
brome grass and some other kinds be- 
cause of the initiation of crop conver- 
sion and soll conservation programs. 
With regard to vegetable and root 
seeds, the discount of Canadian ¢ur- 
rency may encourage a greater use of 
Canadian grown seed in preference to 
importation from the United States. 
Production of wheat, oats, barley, 
flax, field peas, field beans and field 
eorn, eligible for registered or certi- 
fied grades, was substantial in 1949 
although in the case of most of these 
kinds, below that of 1948.

PRICE COMPARISON 

The farm prices of wheat in Alberta 
in 1918, the year World War I ended, 
averaged $1.92 per bushel. Three years 
later in 1921 the average farm price 
was down to 77c per bushel. 

The average farm price for wheat 
in Alberta in 1945, the year World 


‘War II ended was $1.54. The war has! 


been over for going on 5 years and 
the farm price for wheat in this pro- 
vince fs $1.50. 

THE BARLEY-HOG RATIO 

The barley-hog ratio is the number 
of bushels of No. 1 feed barley equiv- 
alent in price to 100 pounds of B-1t 
hog. Generally speaking, the lower the 
ratio the less profitable is feeding 
hogs. In October the hog-barley ration 
at Winnipeg stood at 15.9, a drop of 
4.3 points from the August figure of 
20.2. This is the lowest point at which 
the ratio has. been since December 
1947 when it was only 13.9. The long 
time average is 17.2. 

During the period from August to 
October the average monthly price of 
B-1 hogs at Winnipeg declineq from 
$31.09 to $27.57 per hundredweight, 
dressed weight. At the same the month 
ly. average of No. 1 feed barley moved 
upward from $1.18 per bushel in Au- 
gust to $1.88 per bushel in October.

Don't expose them to bright sunlight

MARKETS LOST 


The fears recently expressed by the 
Hon, Mr. Gardiner that Britain would 
seriously curtail her purchases frcin 
Canada for such things as eggs, bacon 
fruit, salmon, cheese and ‘newsprint 
have been confirmed. This has all re- 
Sillted in severe disappointment, and 
will no doubt result in considerable 
loss of revenue to our prairie farmers. 
To make it easier for producers of 
bacon it has been agreed that Britain's 
present contract to take 140 million 
bushels of wheat from Canada _ this 
year will be changed; that a number of 
Millions of bushels of wheat of this 
contract will be cancelled, and that the 
money so saved will be devoted by 
Britain to:the purchase of at least 
some bacon. This will help bacon pro- 
ducers; but will be at the expense of 
our wheat producers. 

These are the kind of disappoint- 
ments that one expects with govern- 
ment contracts. It always has happen- 
ed in the past and no doubt always 
will in the future. Those who support 
and make such ‘contracts apparently 
do not realize that the worldwide condi 
tions which prevail when the contracts 
are made do not last very long and 8s» 
eventually both prices and terms of 
the contract beceme out of line with 
worldwide conditions: then either buy 
ers or sellers are Gireppotgtes and 
harmed,

participation in the marketing of farm 
products. The facts of the situation do 
not bear that statement ot. World 
War It ended nearly four years and 
eight months’ ago. During that erlod 
the prices of most farm products have 
been fairly well maintained. This, has 
deen due to government participation. 
’ Three years after the end of World 
War I the prices of farm products 
were “on the toboggan”, The following 


table giving farm prices of principal |’ 


products shows what happened in 


that period.

The free market was allowed to 
operate without government interfer- 
ence in that period. The calamitots 
drop in prites as illustrated by the 
above table resulted in a serious dep- 
ression. The cut in the buying power of 
the farm people resulteq in unpaid 
debts, taxes, and loss of farms. The 
sheriff. was the busiest man in ‘each 
community. ; 

This condition of course, was reflect 
ed in towns and cities. Business fail- 
ures were commonplace “and wide- 
spread unemployment. resilted in 
much want and misery. 

Government participation in market 
ing in the years following World War 
II resulted in stability in farm prices 
gnd in general business, The unfortun 
ate recent debacle in egg prices shows 
what would have happened in all farm 
commodities without government as- 
sistance. 

The United States is considered the 
last great citadel of free enterprise in 
the world today. Yet the government 
‘of that nation is definitely committed 
to a policy of:farm price mainten- 
ance. The price of corn for instance is 
provided with a floor of $1.40:a bushel 
farm price. Under a free market with 
enormous supplies on hand in ihat 
cowmtry, the price might well pe 66c a 
bushel. . , 

Europe historically is the great 
market for North America’s surplus 
food products. With most nations on 


ruptey and with Soviet Russia threat- 
exing to extend her influence to the 
Atlantic qoean,. Europe must be fed 
and re-established economically. That 
cannot be done by the farmers of the 
United States and Canada: It must be 
done by governments. 


Sports Camera 


The Ontario Hockey Association— 
one of the biggest amateur breeding 
grounds for future National Hockey 
League material—is fairly represent- 
ative of most amatéur hockey unions, 

For that reason a récent incident in 
its ranks appear to have been passed 
over rather lightly. A certain judg- 
ment passed by the O.H.A. executive 
could possibly be quoted in the future 
as a precedent. 

The executive ruled that Windsor 
Spitfires, in second place in the Jun- 
jor A series at the time, should have 
nine victpries taken from their credit 
for using ineligible players. 

The decision was the result of the 
Spits using four branch-to-branch im- 
ports in 10 games, of which they won 
nine. The four—Ervin Grosse, Glen 
Hall, Eddie Joss and Bob Turner— 
all came from western Canada. 

Under O.H.A. rules a junior A: club 
is allowed two imports, Grosse and 
Hall qualified but Joss and Turner 
made two over the limit. Both from 
Saskatoon, Sask., they had been trans- 
ferred from the west to play with 
Windsor’s junior B entry. 

Now comes the two strange aspects 
of the entire affair. ! 

Although it was common knowledge 
in the league that the Spits were us- 
ing four imports on their junior A 
team, no protest was made by the 
other league clubs. The O.H.A. decid- 
ed to investigate the matter itself.

The nine games were ruled as “no 
contests” and the team through the 
loss of those points automatically 
dropped from. second spot into sev- 
enth place.
